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Applicants request consideration of the references listed on the attached PTO-1449 form. 
Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.98 (a)(2)(ii), only copies of foreign patent documents and/or non-patent 
literature are enclosed. Copies of any iisted U.S. patents or U.S. patent application publications 
can be provided upon request. 

This Statement provides information relating to applicants' European Patent that 
corresponds to the present application. European Patent No. 0 649 316 issued on December 20, 
2000, and was opposed by two parties (Terumo Corporation and Fresenius Medical Care 
Deutschland). The patent was initially revoked by the Opposition Division at a hearing on 
January 27, 2004 based on an asserted lack of novelty. Applicants appealed, and the Technical 
Board of Appeal set aside the Opposition Division's decision to revoke the patent as to novelty at 
a hearing on May 9, 2007. The Board of Appeal sent the case back to the Opposition Division to 
consider the question of inventive step; The hearing date has been set for February 20, 2008. 

The attached form PTO-1449 lists all of the references cited in the opposition 
proceedings, as well as copies of relevant briefs and other correspondence filed by applicants and 
the two opposing parties. A brief chronology of events (with the corresponding designation IDs 
from form PTO-1449) and a list of references Dl to D12 cited during the Opposition are 
included below. 
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The patent issued with seven claims, of which claims 1 and 3 were independent. 

Notices of Opposition (September 19, 2001) (AN, AO) 

The Oppositions were based on eight main references, Dl to D8. Terumo cited D1-D5 
and Fresenius cited D6-D8. Applicants responded citing references D9 and D10 for support. 
Dictionary citations Dll and D12 were cited to define claim terms. (The D1-D12 reference 
designations are indicated on Form PTO-1449) 

Opposition Division Preliminary Opinion (August 5, 2003) (AR) 

The preliminary opinion by the Opposition Division was positive and indicated that the 
patent could be maintained as granted. 

Opposition Division Oral Hearing (January 27, 2004) 

The Opposition Division concluded that claim 1 was anticipated by Dl (Howson, U.S. 
Patent No. 5,088,981) and the EP patent was revoked. The validity of independent claim 3 was 
not considered. 

Opposition Division Decision Revoking the EP Patent (February 25, 2004) (AU) 

The Decision summarized the arguments presented at the oral hearing and noted that Dl 
anticipated claim 1. There was no need to review claim 3, because the patent was to be reviewed 
as a whole. 

Applicants' Appeal Brief (July 6, 2004) (AV) 

The brief restated applicants' position that independent claims 1 and 3 should be upheld. 
Applicants also included two Auxiliary Claim Sets. 

Terumo's Response (January 24, 2005) (AW) 

Terumo's response alleged on the anticipation of claim 1 by references Dl and D3 and 
also alleged the anticipation of claim 3 by references Dl, D3, and D6. 
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Presenilis Settled with Applicants' Assignee and Withdrew from the Opposition (March 17, 
2005) 

Appeal Board Provisional Opinion (February 22, 2007) (AX) 

The Provisional Opinion does not bind the Board in any way, but focused on references 
Dl, D3, and D6 with respect to novelty of claim 1 (applicants swore behind D6 in their U.S. 
prosecution). 

Applicant Submitted New Auxiliary Claim Sets (April 6, 2007) (AY) 

Oral Appeal Hearing (Wednesday, May 9, 2007, written opinion, July 9, 2007) (ABB) 

The Board of Appeal concluded that the new claim 1 of one of the Auxiliary Claim Sets 
was novel and set aside the decision on appeal. The case will be remitted to the Opposition 
Division to consider inventive step. 

Summons to Attend Oral Hearing (July 30, 2007) (ACC) 

The Opposition Division has set a hearing date of February 20, 2008.
